The seizure of one of these precipi­ 
tated the Boston massacre. In Revo­ 
lutionary days and until his death he 
was a popular idol. When it was 
proposed to bombard Boston, though 
it would have resulted in greater 
personal loss to him than to ar y 
other property owner, he begged 
that no regard be paid to him be­ 
cause of his financial interests. While 
Hancock did not sign the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, he used 
his great influence in its behalf, which 
awakened the gratitude of Washing­ 
ton. “He was prepossessing in man­ 
ner, and passionately fond of the ele­ 
gant pleasures of life, of dancing, 
music, concerts, routs, assemblies,
